It s no .'^ecret that some of our m ilitary 
leaders b elieve war with the Soviet is m- 
tv 'tab ie, and it’s almost certain that some 
Red arm y leaders feel the same way toward 
the United States. Recent sab re-rattling state­ 
ments b y Delen>^ Minister Malinovsky. Mar- 
.dial M. Y Katukov, com mander of arm ored 
lank forces, and M arshal .Andre Teremenko, 
com mander at Stalingrad, all point to this. 
Khrushchev has had a certain amount of 
troub le with the Red arm y in the past and 
in 19.57 found it necessary to oust M arshal 
Zhukov 
Recently he has had considerab ly 
more troub le with the Red Chinese over hi.s 
revision of Lenin’s old doctrine that w ar with 
the capitalist world is inevitab le.

Much has b een made in the 
United 
Stales 
in 
recent 
yeara 
ab out freedom of information or 
the people’s right to know. Agita­ 
tion over the principle involved 
grew out of an increasing trend 
toward secrecy 
in 
government. 
This has b een true at b oth tht 
national and state levels. 
P art of this tendency 
tyward 
secrecy grew out of World War 
11 and 
the 
undeclared 
Korean 
war and what followed. Some of 
this could b e defended 
at 
the 
time b ecause national security de­ 
manded it. But this attitude of 
mind on the part of b ureaucracy 
and officialdom 
continued 
long 
after any real need for secrecy 
had passed. This tendency was re­ 
flected. lor example, in such ele­ 
m entary m atters a.? local school 
hoards 
meeting 
b ehind 
closed 
doors. 
Reaction to the policy of need­ 
less secrecy in pub lic or official 
m atters took several forms. One 
was the passage in a numb er of 
states of so-called “open m eet­ 
ings” laws. Freedom of Inform a­ 
tion committees were set up b y 
the .American Society 
of 
News­ 
paper Editors, b y the professional 
journalism society of Sigma Delta 
Chi. and b y various state news­ 
paper associations. 
'The fight for freedom of infor­ 
mation is related directly to the 
principle underlying 
puWic 
no­ 
tice. or legal advertising. This, 
loo, rests upon the b asic right of 
the people to 
know, 
especially 
where their individual or collect­ 
ive rights are at slake. And it
